The revision of the listing of the parts and derivatives included in Appendiz II which was adopted at 
the fifth meeting of the Conference of the Parties to CITES held in Buenos Aires, Argentina io 
April/May 1985 resulted in the following additions to Appendiz II, with respect to which Austria hes 
entered reservations: 
All perts and derivatives other than timber, seeds, pollen (including pollinia), tissue cultures 
and flasked seedling cultures of Araucaria araucana, Quercus copeyensis, Swietenia humilis, 
Pterygota excelsa and Cuaiacum sanctum 
All parts and derivatives other than roots, seeds, pollen (including pollinie), tissue cultures and 
flesked seedling cultures of Dioscorea deltoides 
All parts and derivatives other than trunks, seeds, pollen (including pollinia), tissue cultures 
and flasked seedling cultures of DICKSONIACEAE spp. and CYATHEACEAE epp.

Until 29 August 1986, the listing of Cecteaceae spp. in Appendiz II was annotated “All species of the 
family in the Americas”. This annotation was deleted by an amendment proposed by the Netherlands. The 
proposal stated that there were four possible interpretations of the annotated listing of 
Cactaceee spp. in Appendix II: 
e. All cacti regerdless of their origin and status (either wild-collected or artificially 
propagated) were covered by CITES; or 
b. All cacti taken in the wild in the Americes or artificially propagated in the Americas were 
covered by the Convention. Therefore, cacti artificially propagated or from naturalized 
populations from outside the Americas were not covered, except for Rhipsalis spp. which was 
listed seperately; or 
ce. All cect! specimens were covered by CITES controls except those from naturalized populations 
outside the Americas. All specimens of Rhipsalis spp. were covered, regardless of their source; 
or 
d. Appendix II cactus species included only those whose wild populations were completely confined 
to the Americas. Therefore, with the exception of Rhipsalis spp. which was separately listed, 
ell species with naturalized populations outside the Americ were not covered by CITES controls. 
On the besis of these interpretations of the annotation, its deletion resulted in one of the following 
four additions to Appendix II with respect to which Austrie hes entered a reservation: 
a. Wone; or 
b. All cacti artificially propagated outside the Americas and from naturalized populations outside 
the Americas, except Rhipsalis spp. and species already in Appendiz I; or 
c. All neturalized populations of Appendix II cacti outside the Americas except those of 
Rhipsalis spp.; or
